The Map-Orgau Busiuess. 

Tlie unpreoedonted and rbbref need 
net of pliiuiug at the diaposal of the 
local orgfiu the Govemmeilt mnpH of 
]S'o\v Westminster District, iobe given 
in tbo name and ou nccount of that 
journal to its subscribers, has already 
been alluded to. Subsequent oveuts 
induce us to revert to the subject. It 
appears that the organ-grinders have 
felt themselves safe in going the ex- 
treme length of confining the circula- 
tion of said map within the narrow 
limits of their own,— adholutei.y hf.fuh- 

INO-EUHER TO GIVE Oil SELL TO NON-HUIt- 

soRiBERs! One instance of this particu- 
lai'ly has come under our noUoc. The 
otber day a respectable and substan- 
tial resident of the Province ajiplied 
personally at the oiSce of the organ 
for a copy of the map. He was inform- 
ed by one of the proprietors that ho 
could only have it on condition of suh- 
Bcriblng to the newspaper! He replied 
that he did not vrant the paper, and ex- 
pressed his willingnesB to pay for the 
mapi but was empluUicaUy told that Im 
iould have it <m no other condition.' 
Not quite relishing the idea of being 
coerced into subscribing for a paper he 
did not want, the party left without a 
map which he did want, and to which 
he conceived himself entitled as a by 
no means inconsiderable contributor 
towards the public revenue from which 
the price of the map was taheu. "We 
desire to guard against being mis- 
understood. We do not object to this 
extraordinaiy attempt on the part of 
the Government to bolster up n waning 
and tottering organ on any grounds 
of mere "shop," although, even on 
that ground, objection might fairly be 
urged against such an unfair and in- 
vidious use of the public patronage. 
So far as the immediate business con- 
sequences to ourselves are concerned, 
we have no complaint to make, know- 
ing right well how suicidal to the jour- 
nal resorting to it such a course must 
inevitably prove. The people of this 
country are, as a rule, intelligent, iws- 
sessed of an independent turn of 
mind and a quick sense of justice; 
and, while readily detecting the gross 
unfairness and indecency of the desper- 
ate expedient, they will be quite sure to 
resent any such attempt at coercing 
them into subscribing for the 
paper thus sought to be thrust 
down their throats like a nau- 
sious drug, wrapped up in a 
Government map! It is not by such 
little tricks as tliis that our contcnipo- 
rar}' will succeed in retaining subscrib- 
ers who are daily dropping it in dis- 
gust, much less attract new ones. The 
people.x>f this Province want an inde- 
pendent press which dares to tell 'the 
truth, and they will not bo very likely 
to submit to have a venal and depend- 
ent rag thrust upon them willy nilly.in 
a manner at once so unjust and inde- 
cent. The x'eader will, therefore, un- 
derstand that it is purely upon public 
grounds we feel called upon to de- 
nounce this act of the Government. 
These maps have, as the organ stated, 
been printed at a very large expendi- 
ture of public money. They are not 
worth much, it is true; but in whatever 
of value or interest they may possess 
the general public have an undoubted 
right to participate. It was the duty 
of the Government to have given the 
maps and the catalogue tho widest cir- 
culation possible; and when the other 
members of the Government allowed 
the Premier to use both as a means of 
forcing the circulation of his own news- 
paper, they committed an act whicli it 
is no misuse of words to charaetfirizeas 
an indecent outrage. When they au- 
thorised him to confine tlie circulation 
within the narrow and ever contracting 
limits of that paper they committed a 
publiclnjustice of the most censurable 
kind. It is only subsoribors of tbo 
organ, then, that are to 1;q Hupplied 
with maps and catalogues for 
the approaching land sale! No one 
need be surprised,if,on tho day of sale, 
the auctioneer should announce that 
none will be eligible to bid for lota 
save those who can produce a recoijjt 
for a year's subscription to tho organ. 
It must be admitted tliat tho one would 
bo equally legitimate with the other, 
and in perfect harmony with what has 
already been done. Call this "peo- 
ple's Government!" It is the very 
worst typo of Clique Governmont. 
But, then, it must bo rcmeiiibored 
that tho Premier iias no portfolio, ami 
cannot take one for fear of inability to 
obtain ro- election. Better, infinitely 
batter, make him a liberal allowance 
in an open and honest way, than con- 
tinue tuis objectionable drain upon 
the publiTS Treasury, through the dark 
and convenient medium of his news- 
paper, tho full extent and consoquoiicos 
of which may never be fully brouglit 
to light. Such a course would pos- 
sess therecbmmendation of being more 
economical, honorable, honest, andv, 
would obviate tho necessity of mak- 
ing tho public intereHtfi and convoni- 
enco subservient to a newspaper which 
if left to stand upon its own merits and 
claims to public patronage^%ould not 
live three months.

A day or two ago wo allacled to nntioi- 
pated trouble i-espeotin^ the site ' forL,.the 
Marine Hospital wipi^eSongi'shlndiAinij 
whD^niake tboir hoi^on th^jitlier sido of 
the'barboi. "Ktqow Ij^oni^ftliwtiie cli icf , 
acting in tho name and on bolmlf of his 
pooplo, has absolutely rofnsoil peruiiasiou 
to build tho Hospital ou tho site chosen. 
Tho roa.soiis asHiguod for tliis couvao iiiu 
liygeniu; hut it woiild bo idle to suppose 
that thom coiistituto tlio Bolo reasons, 
Wo are disposed to think they are not tlie 
primary roasona. I''rom what had pio- 
viously trausijirod, there seems little 
doubt that the trouble has its^n^^°'in 
broken faith. These Indian^ 3 iS^^iug 
learned to distrust GoTernments, have re- 
solved that they will pesnSft iS^uiShir 
onoroachmunts upon a patripioiiial estate 
wliioli they say has been foif somo time 
growing smaller by degrees and bonuti- 
fiilly loss, and regarding which tho white 
man's promises have boon so often broken 
that thoy will have no uioro of them. 
Soiuo years ago thoy oouaontcd to an ar- 
rangeiuontbr wliicli portions of tho roHor- 
%-ation wore leased to whito men and used 
f«r various purposes, and soiuo of whicli 
aro still UHGd. Those routs were to have 
been colloctod for tho benoiil; and behoof 
of the Indians. The ronta have loug ceas- 
ed to be collected, and fifteen hundred 
dollars which was colloctod still lies 
moulding in one of tho vauhH in tho city. 
This coudition of things in naturally any- 
thing l)ut satisfactcny to tlu; Indians, and 
they simply dcclino to have anymoroilonl- 
iugs with the Govornraont in the direction 
of sanotioniug further inroads upon tlieir 
domain. It is trno that, at tho iiitui-\ iMi- 
tion of tho Missionary, to wliom they 
look as a friend and protector, tho chiui 
has consented to call a council of the tribe 
and consider the matter; but wo confess 
that there does not appeoi;, to be much 
reason for expecting a favorable issue. 
In view of all tho cii-cumstances, wo would 
suggest whether it might not be hotter in 
every ruspoct to conduct these nogotia- 
tions upon a 1. roador basis and with a 
view to a larger and nioro important ob- 
ject. That the reserve is not in tho.. place 
most favorable to the . improvemeotM and 
well-being of the Indians themselves is 
indisputable. That it is in tho way of tho 
whites, an obstacle, an oye-soro and a 
stink-pot under tho uoao of A'ictoria 
is beyond (iuestion. Let negotiations, 
then, bo couductod with u view to 
oxobanging the reserve for one la a locali- 
ty more conducive to the besfc..iiiterost of 
all parties, and let th« dif3ference in mo- 
ney value be constituted a fund for the 
benefit of the tribe. Tho negotiations 
might possibly bo more protrnctod, but 
tho result would undoubtedly bo much 
more satisfactory. Meanwhile, the en- 
larged scope of negotiations probably 
need not delajr the work of erecting the 
Hospital. It is only necessary to satisfy 
these Indians beyond doubt that thoy will 
be honestly and fairly dealt with. ' Wo 
believe Sir Janioa Douglas, more than 
any other maD,posse8ses thoir confidence; 
and wore ib possible for the • Goveraniont 
to avail themselves of that gontlcmnn's 
services to oonduct tlio negotiations, we 
feel that success would bo assured. "

Marylebone, is ouo of the remarkable and 
severe outbreaks with which -we are ac- 
quairitod. A great number of families 
have been attacked, and eminent medical 
men li;ivi; lur';cly snll'ereii. Wc are ac- 
(luuiiited thus far with about 1U5 eases in 
forty-seven families. Tho cause of this 
Severe epidemic seemed at first mysterious 
hut a e'.ae has been suggested. The con- 
.sidoi atic/n of two oiitbreaks in his nursery 
led Dr, Murchison to suspect his milk 
supply as being tho vehicle of the poison. 
The suspicion once started, the source of 
milk supp.y in the forty-three families ro- 
poated liy iiiedical men as sulloring from 
invasions of typhoid was investigated, 
and it was found that, although living in 
different parts of the town, forty out of 
tho forty-tlireo families were supplied 
from the saim; dairy. We have said that

The Fireless IiOCOmotivb. — We clip tho 
following from an aocountof a trial trii) 
of a new locomotive for street railroads, 
published in the Chicago Tribune of Aug. 

21:— 

"In front of tho cars was tho motive 
j)Owcr, contained in a small, compact,and, 
neat locomotive, manij)ulated by an ongi- 
noor. This was the 'flreless locomotive.' 
It couHisted of a boiler, eight foot long by 
three feet in diameter, and tho usual ma- 
cliinary on a small scale. There was no 
fuel, no lire, no firemen. The steam was 
supplied fov* the round trip of. six miles 
before starting. At' the depot was a sup- 
ply boiler sixteen feot by three feet, in 
which steam was generated until 200 
pounds preasure was indicated by tho 
sloam-gaugo. The locomotive boiler was 
threo-fourths full of oold water. Instead 
of boiling this by means of a fire, and 
raisiiSg the i^ressnra^to a requiifod height 
the hent was introduced from the supply 
boiler through an iron tube. Tho iron 
tube was connected with a tube in the lo- 
comotive boiler, tho latter running under 
the water along tho bottom of the boiler 
ami hitting out tho superheated stoam as 
it was freed from the supply boiler into 
the locomotive boiler. This ateam, rising 
through tho cold water, pormeatod it, antl 
(piickly raised its temperature to 170 dog. 
With this supply of steam tho locomotive 
started, drawing a heavy four-horso car 
over tho three miles, to Thirty-fifth atroot, 
in ten minutes. 'Tho amount of steam 
cons 11 mod was 81) pounds, the locomotive 
starting back with 90 pounds remaining. 
When tho starting jioint was reached 
there was .57 pounds of fitoaru in tho boil- 
er, the pnissure being reduced only Its 
pounds in the return trip, which was down 
gradff It must bo borne in mind that 
there was a largo car, heavily laden, mak- 
ing eighteen miles an hour. Tho oxpori- 
nient proved conclusively that as a substi- 
tute for dummy engines, tho 'firoless lo- 
comotive' is, beyond question, a hucccsr. 
Thorn is no lire or fireman required; very 
little steam escapes, and tho loooiiiotivo 
not b(!ing one-half the size of the clumsy 
duiniuy ongiuo, does notj frighten horses 
and endanger tho public safety," 

FiioM tho statistics of tho Govornmont 
Department of Mines in Victoria, Austra- 
liii, wo learn that in that colony thoro 
wore, ill IHTii, 5!i,'.t()5 minors, of whom 8G,- 
Ml were engaged in alluvial mining, and 
10,821 in quartz mining. 'The quantity of 
gold raised in 1872 was cstimatodat 1,331, 
1577 ounces. Tho earnings of tho alluvial 
luiners during tho year were computed at 
£95 Oa. GJ^d; of quartz miners, at ^ISO- 
Oil. fij^,, rookoning according totho amout 
OS gold obtained; and tho average earnings 
of each man when tho gold was divided 
ainoug tho 52,955 was £93 6s.
